There is a wide ditference, however, 
between fetting a few detached airs, and 
compofing a whole drama. And if our 
modern opera writers 2nd compoters had 
but ettended to thoie circumitances which 
mufical and poetical harmony have in 
common with each other, it is prefumed 
they imght have fucceeded more happily 
than thev have hitherto done. Nothing 
could poflibly be more incenfiftent with 
their defion of improving this {pecies of 
compofition, than the {theme of adopting 
blank verfe, with its profaic periods of a 
mile, for the recitative of their operas. 
The merit and fuccels of Avtaxerxes, 
however, feems to have confirined fuc- 
ceccing compolers in this error: for {uch 
itis. We hardly know any piece worfe 
Written for mufic than this favourite per- 
formance. The language of the recita- 
tive is moft execrably rough and hobbling : 
Nay, if we remember right, we met with 
the horrid contraétion hardly to be 
tolerated in the vileft profe, twice infert- 
edin one line. The moft favourite air in 
the piece, bepins alfo with the following 
ungracetul repetition of the fame iyllable.

A writer for mutic {hould be extreme- 
ly careful to avoid all fuch inftances of 
cacophony; laving it down as an inva- 
riable rule, that what cannot be grace- 


fuily read, can never be melodioufly 


fung. But the truth is, as above hinted, 
that our poets are in general us littie ca- 


peble of reading with grace and propriety 
our compofers. 


We know, tome of 
the moft harmonious verfifiers now living, 


_ Who are {uch intolerable readers, that it 


is impoilible for ua judicious ear to bear 
their repetition, even of their own ver- 
fes. So rare, indeed, is the exercile of 
a talent for eloquence among us, that if 
a man celiver but a few connected fen- 
tences with tolerable fluency in public,

how much the art of pronunciation, and 
gracetu! djel.verv in general, is neglected 
our and colleges.

vated or that a people thould not have 
learned the art of faving, wav have not 
yet oeen properly taught to fpeak. 

Having beea thus difute in our obfers 
vations on operas in general, we fhall de- 
tain our readers the lets by what we have 
to offer concerning Almena in particular. 
Had the mufic been publithed, indeed, 
we fhould have endeavoured to illuflrate 
the foregoing remarks by fome compara- 
tive extracts; although this night have 
been thought foreign, perhaps, to our 
province as literary reviewers. At pre- 
fent we can only take upon us to review 
the performance of the writer. And this, 
contidered as a piece intended for mulic, 
is almo{t as defective in point of language, 
as the plot and conduét of it is abiurd, 
when viewed in the light of a dramatic 
compofition. 

We thall not trouble the reader with 
the {tory or bufinels of the piece, as the 
former is but indifferently chofen, and 
the latter very trifling, and as inditlerent- 
lv tranfaéted. It is on the whole, in- 
deed, one of the moft unequal pertorm- 
ances we remember to have teen; the 
poetic merit of fome few airs being equal 
to that of moit in our languave; while 
the compofition in feveral others, is altos 
gether contemptible. There appears aifo 
as much ditference in the propriety with 
which they are introduced; the purport 
of many of them bein, entirely foreian 
to the bufinefs of the fcene, and totally 
unconnected with the dialogue ; ‘while o- 
thers again are more remarkably appli- 
cable and pertinent than is uiual in works 
of this kind. [Thefe remarks the re- 
viewers illuttrate by extracts.]

and in the fecond vear of his reign the 
licenfing act pafled, to continue in force 
for two vears only ; by virtue of which 
ag, the chief jultice of the king’s-bench 
was cllowed to ifiue general warrants. 
But atter the expiration ef this act, C. J. 
Scroggs, having continued the practice, 
Was iipeached for the fame. 

It was at the revolution, then, when 
this modern pra¢tice began in the modern 
office of fecvetary of ftate.

He 
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being now not only out of the way of any 
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App. 17 64. 
in every refpet fo little inviting to me ; 
he found it no lets diticult to conceal his 
diftke of my returning to my mother, 
and tried all he could to ditluade me from 
it. He adviled me to try my fortune at 
two or three neighbouring cities or uni- 
verfities: and I complied with his defire ; 
but found much greater difcourageinents 
than I could expeét. Firft, the Jefults 
were the teachers in all of them, and [ 
had ftucied with the Dominicans, be- 
tween whom and them there never was a 
night underflanding, but rather quite the 
contrary. [ was got into a new coviniry, 
(Germany), where the pronunciation of 
the Latin differed fo much from thet I 
had been ufed to, that though no cue 
could fpeak it more fluently than-I, I 
neither could underttand tiem, nor make 
nivieli underftood bv them, without the 
greate(t difficulty. Tie country had been 
fo ruined by the war, that thofe few 
mendicant fcholars that remamed in thofe 
univeriities *, might be rather faid to 
fiarve than to fubfitt. My youth, and ig- 
norance of the German tongue, as. well 
as my foreign pronunciation of the Latin 
and Greek, would likewife have difqua- 
lified me for being # tuior in any family, 
had there been any in a condition to have 
Inaintained one; fu that, after all my ef- 
forts, which Trather tricd out .of obes 
dience to my father, than any tikely 
hopes I could have of fuccefs, I returned 
to him re infedia; all which only ferved 
to revive my defires of returning to my 
mother. But he being ftill as averle to 
it as ever, bethought bhimfeifof a new 
Way to difluade me from it, and with fo 
* Moft ofthe univerfities of Germany have 
a nember of thefe mendicant {tudenis, who, 
as 1000 as the fchool-hours are over, go along 
the ftreets from houfe to houfe, fingiag fome 
pious Latia verfes to excite people’s charity, 
and, in fome opulent cities, get enough to 
live well and comfortably, and to buy all 
the books that are neceflary for them, by 
which means fome of them become very 
learned men, and get to good pieferment: 
but as it was quite otherwife in thefe, and, 
indeed, every city along the Khine, Quite 
down below the great city of Cologn, (where 
the French forces had caufed fich dreadtul 
dilapidations as could wot be feen without 
horror); thefé univerfitics had been longifince 
toriaken by all thole mendicant ftudents, 
who could no longer find means of fubiifting 
them. And this I afterwards obferved to be 
the cafe in every place where the French 
troops had been, as I may have turther occas 
ton to flicw ia the fequel. 
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much art ct the fame time, that f could 
not difcover his aim. He had feen the 
greateit part of Europe, and could give 
an extraordinary account of it; he un- 
Gerftood feveral of its languages, particue 
the Statian, French, Spanith, and 
German, abd exputiated much on the ad- 
vantoves he had eamed by travelling ; and 
expretied, at tome diftance, a defire that 
I theull vifit teveral of thofe countries I 
had not yet feen, particululy thole of 
Foiland, Flanders, and Brabant, which 
he highly commended tor their opulence, 
and the great number of learned men 
they produced, and exratiated much on 
their holpitality, generotity, and fond- 
nels fur mien cf parts and genius, and 
bow greatly might be adinired and proe 
Moted on account tay 
knowledee in lanevares aid iciences, and 
for baving already travelled through fo 
inany confiderable parts of the world, all 
Which he iuid was the more furprifing, as 
Twas iil fo very youny, for I was then 
hard!v full fixteen vears oid. He could 
Net indeed have found a more effectual 
wav than that of foothing my vanity, to 
make me give whelly into Lis views: and 
as io the objection of ihe want of money, 
confidering how weil acqucinted I was 
with the way of travelling at free-coft, 
he faid I could not but promife myfelf 
much better fuceets through thele coun- 
tries, where the people’s generolity was 
equal to their known oputence. 

was now (unkuowi to him) to think 
of fome more cunning, fafe, and effec- 
tual way of travelling, than that I had fol- 


Jowiny in my two former journeys; and 


Gince I found that my pathag tor an 
man, and a fuflcrer for religion, did not 


only expole me to the danger of being 
Citeovered, but came thort of the merit 
and admiration I had expected fromit, I 
refolved on a new project, which, though 
equally hazardous, had not fenfe 
nouph to forefee, and though fillinore 
dihoneft, IT had not virtue enough to 
deter me irom. J fav, unknown to my 
father, for Thad carefully conceated all 
the vile indirect pretences I had already 
uied, and much more was I now obliged 
to do fo, knowing him to be fo upright 
and religious a man, that fhould net 
only have incurred bis utmoit angev, but 
that he would likewife have taken all 
sofiible means to have deterred me from, 
or difappointed me ia it. T recollectec, 
that whilft I was Jearning humanity, rhe- 
toic, and geography, with the 
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had heard them fpeak of the Eat Indics, 
China, Japan, Ge. and expatiate much 
in praile of thofe countries. and the in- 
genuiiy of the inhabitants. The idea 
they hed piven us of them was indeed 
too general and imperfect, at leafl what 
I rewwembered of it, was by far too (hort 
and confuied, for a perfon of the leatt 
prudence or forecaft to have built fuch a 
wild proje& upon, bec:ute ali the notion 
thev had given us of it was only fiom 
their maps, and coniments upon them, for 
they made ufe of geographical beoks. 
lowever, I was rath enough to think, 
that what I wanted of a right knowledge 
of them, I might make up by the ftrength 
of a pregnant invention ; in which I fl.t- 
tered myfelf I might fucceed the more 
eafilv, fuppofed they were fo little 
known by the penerality of Evropeans, 
that they were only locked upon, in the 
lump, to be Antipodes to them in almoft 
every refpedt, as religion, manners, drefs, 
ec. This was mv crude notion of the 
matter, which I thouplit afforded a vatt 
feepe to a fertile fancy to work upon, 
and Thad no mittruft of myfelf on that 
head. JT had likewile heard, that their 
way of writing differed very much from 
ours; but how, and in what, I was alto- 
gether ignorant, or had quite forgot it 3 
and {fo took it into my head, that, like 
the Hebrew, and other Oriental tongues 
J bad beard of, they mutt write from the 
right to the left; and on this pueriie fup- 
poftion fet about excegitating of an al- 
phabet that might anfwer my purpofe. 
Another thing that fhewed my inconfi- 
cerite folly was, that though I could not 
but know that the Greeks and Hebrews 
had particular names for their letters, it 
never came once into my head to imitate 
them in that, as I had in the figures, 
powers, ec. of fome of the letters, on a 
juppcfition, that as they might flow ori- 
ginally from the fame fountain, fo they 
might be reafonably imepined to retain 
{ll fcime kind of refemblance. Tie truth 
is, ny time was fhort, and knowlecge 
m what I went about fo very {nail and 
confuled, and what I did was by Sealth, 
and tear of being ceteQed by nev father, 
that I was foon after made icnfibie of my 
want ef forecaft, when came to 
verte with proper judges, und foun. 
not only of inventine no: 
for the Jetters, but to make fevera: 
mencments to my wile tcheme, as be 
cone better acquainted with thoie Ealtern 
countries. 
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However, confidering my tender years, 
finall exrerience, and other fuch difad. 
vantapes, I have had fince no tmall caufe 
to wonder how I could excogitate, not 
only fuch an alphabet, and names of Jet. 
ters, but likewife many other particulars 
equally dificult, fuch as a confiderable 
piece of a new language and grammar, a 
new divifion of the year into twenty 
months, a new religion, ec. and all out 
of my own head, in order to ttuif them 
into that moft abominable romance which 
I pub!iithed {con after my coming into Eng- 
land, and which oceafioned fuch variety 
of opinions concerning it, and its fhame- 
lefs author; fome thinking it above the 
capacity of fuch a young fellow to invent, 
and others believing it the refult of long 
thought and contrivance. Alas, for me, 
nv fancy was but too fertile and ready for 
all fuch things, when I fet about them; 
aid when any queftion has been ftarted 
on a fudden, about matters I was ever fo 
unprepared for, I feldom found mylelf at 
a lofs for a quick anfwer, which, if {atif- 
f.cory, I ftored up in my retentive me- 
mory. But to return to my alphabet: As 
foon as I had finifhed it to my mind, I 
began to inure my hand to write it with 
fome readinefs, that it might upon occa- 
ficn appear natural to me; which I found 
the more dificult, as I never was expert 
at my pen, and was quite unuled to this 
backward way of writing : and this obli- 
geil me to alter the form of fome of them, 
tor the more ealy tracing them with the 
pen, and to contrive fome abbreviations 
and joing of letters, and other fuch 
improvements for expedition: which done, 
I thought myfelf fufficiently prepared ter 
pailing for a Japanefe converted to Chri- 
ftianitv. The only diffculty was, how to 
reconcile this new and vile afiumption with 
my Avignon certificate, which was not te 
Le done but by copying it anew, and al- 
tering it where I faw fit, and clapping 
the fea] from the original one to the coun- 
terfeit : but though I was ready enorgh 
at Wording it to my mind, I wrote fo in- 
diferent a hand, that it could never pals 
for that of a tecretary of a vice-legates 
and to have had it done by a better pe2- 
map, was too and harzardous tor 
me to venture. At Jength I thoneht 1 
fafet’ to truit to my copying it as well as 
with its fouri!!.es and ornaments 
though I did it in fuch coarfe and clum- 
fy manner, that it woe'd hardly have pall» 
ed tor a tolerable counterfeit. There 
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App. 1764. 
from the aifferent marks and make of the 
Germen and Avignon paper; but that ne- 
ver came then in my head; fo that ha- 
ving made what alterations TI thouoht pro- 

rin the tenor of the pafs, and clapring 
the old feal to it, I made no diticulty to 
truft the re{t to fortune, and took a me- 
lancholy leave of my poor father; who 
fhed abundance of tears over me, and 
wifhed me all potlible bleffings and 
cefs ; not dreaming how little this new 

rojectt of mine deferved of either: and 
when Iwas vot at fome difance fromhim, 
T put on my old pilgrim’s habit, and be- 
gan my journey witha kind of heavy heart, 
according tothe route he had penned down 
for ine, and whicit was quite oppofite to 
that which would have brought me to my 
own home. J had, indeed, taken care 
to write to my anxious mother, aid to 
acquaint her with what had pafled between 
my father and me, and with my defire of 
taking a tour into the Low Countries be- 
fore I returned to her ; but I had alter- 
wards reutfo to fear, that the mnelancho- 
ly ftyle in which it was worded, did ra- 
ther increafe than mitigate her concern 
for her now reaily worthiels fon, tor, 
from that time, neither fhe, nor vet my 
father, ever heard of me more, nor I of 
them, and, in aillikelibood, both of them 
have bewatled my lofs at a much greater 
rate than J delerved, if it did not prove 
the means of fhortening their days.” 

Our hero’s firitt defign was, to vifit all 
the confiderable cities on both fides of the 
Rhine, as they lev in his way to Colopn ; 
vhither he pretended to go on a religious 
pilerimepe to the three Kings *, (as they 
are ftvled in the Romith calendar), whofe 

ns are faid to be there interred, in 
the cathedral.— At Landau he was feized 
asa fpv, by the French garriton in that 
city; but the governor, not knowing well 
what to make of the whimde:. account 
which our adventurer cave ef himlelf, 
and of his pretended country, fent him 
out of the city, with a tiniet charge, un- 
der the fevereft penalties, lo come there 
ho more. 

This was but poor encouragement to 
preceed; however, on he went; and tra- 
velled feveral hundred leagues, through 
Germany, Brabant, and Flanders, uncer 
the notion of a Japanefe converted to 
Chriffianity, by fone Jefuit mifhonaries, 
and brought to Avignon, to avoid the 
dreadful puoifiment imiicted on all who 

_ * The wife men that came to worthip ow 
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in the dominions of the 
E:nperor of Japan *. His religious de- 
potinent, his frequent appearance at 
church, his fluency in the Latin tongue, 
his fmattering of logic, philofophy, and 
theology, generally procured him more re- 
gard, aid a preater (hare of veneficence, 
than was commonly thevn to other trae 
vellers or pilgrims ; but his carelethels 
and extravagance, neverthelels, foon res 
duced him to to thabby an appearance, that 
in refpect to drefS, and even in the article 
of linen, he made a worfe figure than the 
verycomman Tis, at leneth, 
gave fuch an ul face to all his pretences, 
as aimoft totaliv to dieredit them; and, 
moreover, when he carne into fome cone 
fiderable. cities which ie was defirous to 
fee, and where they have for 
pilgrims and ttrangers, with fuitable ace 
comnodations, according to their rank, 
appearance, or recommendation, he in 
vain fhewed his counterteit pals, which, 
if he had been in a more decent trim, 
would have procured him a much better 
reception than be met with: for thofe 
who attend on fuch occafions, would fel- 
dom give themrfelcves the trouble of 
in? it, but taking it for granted that he 
was one of the vett rank, dioted of 
him accordipely tothatina thort he 
found himielf covered with rags and ver- 
min, and ipit@ed with a mott virulent 
itch. 

In this evil plight he had the farther 
Mortification to percerve, that afl his fair 
fhew of learning, only made him appear 
the more defpicable in the eyes of fober 
difcerning people : for even thofe who 
gave any credit to his ftrange tale, could 
not but fuppofe, that he muft have Leen 
guilty of fome great fault; or the Jeluts, 
by whom he pretended to have been 
brought from Japen, would hardly have 
given him to fo thameful a vazabond Ife. 
— "hus did he find his prow from 
bad to worle, miomuch that he was often 
pinched with went. and would have been 
elad to have returned heme to lis mo- 
ther; but that was too mort:fying, and 
too difficu't a ftep to be taken. Thave, 
however,” fayste, had reafon to think 
it a mercy that Thad fach an inveterate 
itch; —for percerved, that in feyeral 
preat cities of Brabant cud Flanders, there 
are a fort of procurefics, who wandcr a- 
bout the flreets, under the charatter of 

* Pfalmanazar had given out, thot For- 
mofa was fubyect to that although it 
is well knowa to belong to the a 
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Begines*, and pick up all the likely fel- 
Jows they meet with, in order to make 
a lewd trade of them; and T being then 
young, fanguine, and kkely in perfon, 
have now and then been led by them, in 
a feeming voipitable manuer, to cha- 
ritable ladies, to receive, as was nretend- 
ed, fome token ef their generofity; burt, 
in reality, to return 2 lefs commendable 
one tothe benefactrefs. But my difemper, 
whether or no it was imagined to be of a 
worfe kind than ii was, proved fuch a dif- 
eufliut var, that I was put to th 
trial.” 

Reing at length arrived at the city of 
Liege, he there infitted for a foldier in 
the Dutch fervice. The pretended off- 
cer who engased him, proved not to be 
a military man, but a perfon who acted 
as an agent for procuring recruits, and 
who was himfelf in reality the mafter of 
a noted coffeehoufe at Aix-la-Chapelie. 
He, on hearing our authors patched- up 
ftory, conceived the defign of turning the 
young adverturer to fome better account 
than that of carrving a mufket ; and ac- 
cordingly took him home to the latt-na- 
med place, bad him icoured, terubbed, 
and decently equipped : but found it too 
aithcult a Jobb to pet him cured of his 
filthy cutinsous eruption. He was 
ficked, anointed, biooded, bathed, but 
without fuccefs. However, he was ap- 
pointed to wait on his mafter’s cuflomers, 
and to teach a boy of his to read. 

His new mafter had entertained hopes, 
that fo extraordinary a waiter would 
occafien an extraordinary relort to his 
houfe: but the event was not altogether 
aniwerable to his expectations; and af- 
ter fome time, this hishopeful fereant be- 
ing fenton a journey to the Spa, the 
young rover thought it expedient to mifs 
his way, and he once more repaired to 
Cologne. 

From hence he went to Ron, the refi- 
dence of the Elector of Colepn; and 
then repaired to another city of Uhat e- 


aswvdi 


* The true Begines, it focms, are a cood 
fort of unmarried women, who dedicate them- 
felves towerks of charity; ‘vifiting the houtes 

ot the poorer fort, the fick, the lamc, pri- 
foners, and {irangers, and procuring them 
all proper relict trom the charitable rich. 
They are known by a particular plain crefs, 
net unlike that of the nuns. — ut there are 
alio many vile women, who, under the ap- 
pearance of that dreis and character, carr 
on the trade of procures: in which thev 
are but too much encouraged and fipported. 
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le@orate; where he again inlifted for 
foldier, in the Elector’s fervice. Reine 
now in a herd cf the mot ficentious pros 
fligates, for of fuch, he fays, was the 
corps he belonged to compoied, he here 
became, in fome refoects, as abandoned 
as his comrades, and was particularly re. 
markable for his fpirit and excels in the 
horrid vice of profane curfing and fwear- 
ing: but he teils us, that iw revard to 
drinking aad lewdnels, be did pot chue 
to follow their example. He (ll pre. 
tended to be a Japanete ; but he now 
thought it a more confijtent part to pro. 
fels himfelf an Heathen, and as vet un- 
converted to Chrijlianity. This induced 
fome of the more fober fort of people, with 
whom he occafionally converted, to think 
of his converfion in good earne!!: and his 
vanity now prompted him te enter te lilt, 
as the champicn cf Paganifin, with fome 
of the learned priefts or monks ;-- who, 
on their part, mace little doubt that 
they fhould eafily convince him of his er 
rors, 

But this great undertaking produced ve- 
ry little effect. The good fathers, he tells 
us, with whom he had the henour of die 
puting, were better provided for a con- 
troveriv againft the Proteftants than 
paintt Heathens; which gave him no fill 
ad antage over them: and, in the end, 
it feems, they were fo backward in re 
peating the conferences, that all came to 
nothing; and the pretended idolater pl 
med himieifon his imaginary victory. 
However, if this ridiculous coutrover!’ 
had not died of itfelf, it muft have been 
cut fhort by another revolution in our al 
thor’s affairs: he was difcharged from his 
military fervice, bv order of his colonel, 
who found him too fhori for the fander¢, 
and too young and tender for the fatigues 
of a foldier’s life. 

He now repaired once more to Cologn, 
where he sgzin inlivted in the company 
of an officer who had taken a liking 
him, and on whom, as ufval, be pulted 
for a Japancle,— Pretending alio 

be an Heathen, he bere entered 
frefh controverfies, and enpagec both wit 
Proteftants and Papiils : but to as hits 
purpofe as before. —— From Cologn, 
corps in which he now ferved, wes oreel 
ed into Holland; and ovr hero being © 
parrifon at Sluys, becaine known to Brig 
Lauder, coionel of a Scotch regimens in 
that garriion. This gentleman had 
curiofity to fend for Plalivanazar to 
houfe, where he engaged 
conserent 
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conference with the minilter of the French 
church, and Mr Innes, chaplain to the 
Scottifh repiment. Of this conference our 
author inferted fume account, but by no 
means a one, in his pretended hitlory 
of Formota. 

This Innes, it feems, was an artful man, 
and ivon formed a fcheme for making a 
fine job of the converfion of the fuppo- 
fed Heathen Japanele. With this view, 
he fond means to attach the young ad- 
venturer to him, by the moft ipecious and 
infinvating bebaviour; and, artful as Pfal- 
manazar was, he now met with his match, 
Ry this time he began to be heartily tired 
of a foldier’s lite. The place where he 
was in garrifon was very cold and bleak, 
the duty hard, and the pay fo jimall, that 
twas very difkcult to fabfitt on it; fo 
that the little fans of mouey which Innes 
bow and then gave him, were peculiar]; 
acceptable to a man in fuch circumftan- 
ces, and could not fail of anfwerine the 
purpofe intended by the politic chaplain. 
In fhort, there was no likelihood that the 
poor Pagan fhould make a long oppofition 
to fuch cogent arguments as were brouglt 
from this quarter; efpectally as Innes touk 
caie to back them with large promifes of 
procuring his convert’s difcharge, and 
carrying him to England, where he made 
hin hope he (hould meet with the ereat- 
ettenceurazement. The profpeét of fuch 
achange of life, made {0 great an im- 
preljou upon him, that he rather feemed 
too forward in acquiefcing with the cha- 
plain’s {cheme, aud more ready than was 
confiflent with prudence, to be wholly 
directed by him. In fine, matters went 
on fo fmocthly, that Innes wrote a letter 
to the Bithop of London, Dr Compton, 
wherein be faid io many things in his con- 
vert’s favour, that it was not doubted but 
he thould foon be fent for, and mect with 
a kind reception. 

Vhe withed-for anfwer to this letter 
not arriving, however, ull fix or feven 
weeks after, the zeal of Mr ITunes began 
to cool; and fearing, after all, leit his 
views might be fruttrated, Le grew fome- 
what more fhy of his pupil, faw him but 
feldom, was lefs coidial in his behaviour 
towards him, and even with-lield his hand 
from making him the utual prefents. — 
But in the mid{t of his chaprin and dif- 
truft, a jealous thought ftruck the appre- 
henfive chaplain, who now began to tear 
Jett certain other minifters in that place, 
who had alfo attempted Plalmanazai’s 
eonverfion, thould rod him of the creck 
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of Lis new convert. This fufpicion made 
lim al} at once alter his behaviour, and 
refolve to baptize his difciple withont far- 
ther Jofsof ime. This abrupt procedure, 
with iome other parts of his odd beha- 
viour, convinged cur author, that a chae 
ritable zeal for faving a foul, was no part 
of Innes’s motive; and that he was fo far 
from believing his convert to be what le 
pretended to be, that he had fome time 
before tuken a mott e:lectual way to con- 
vince to the contrary, beyond al} 
poflibility of doubting. His ttratagem 
was, to make the pretended native of 
Formofa tranflute a paflage in Cicero ds 
Deorain, of fome lenoth, into his 
Formolan language, end pive it to him 
Inwriting. ** (his,” fays our artitt, 
eafily did, by means of that unhappy rea- 
dinefs I had at iiventing charaéters, lun- 
guages, dc. Bat afier he had made me 
conilrue it, and defred me to write an- 
other verfion of it on another paper; his 
propolal, and the tianner of exacting it, 
threw me fuch viGble contusion, ha- 
ving had fo hitle time to excogitate the 
fivit, and lefs to commit it to memory, 
that there were not above one half of the 
words inthe fecond, that there were in 
the firit. His detiring me to conttrue this 
likewilz, confuled me ftill more, elpecial - 
Jv when be thewed ine the palpable dif- 
ference! The ferious air he aflumed up- 
on it, made me expect nothing lefs thaa 
atotalrupture, and his expofing the im- 
potture in the manner I was confcious it 
deferved. I was, however, agreeably de- 
ceived; and he finding, by this unexpect- 
ed trial, what a memory and readioels [ 
liad, and how qualified I was to carry on 
fuch a cheat, bepan to clear his brow, 
and calm the diforder he had thrown me 
into, by a mere chearful and friendly 
look; but did not forget, at the fame 
time, to give me to underiland, that I 
ought to take care to be better provided 
for the future. I promifed to take his 
advice ; and did fo in part; but was be- 
come too indolent to go through the fa- 
tigue of forming a whole languaye —~ at 
leaft till I was convinced that it wouid 
(land nie in feme ftead; though, by what 
i have tried fince canie into unpland, I 
cannot fey bet I could have compoied it 
with Jefs difficulty than can be conceived.” 
What a confummete wretch muft this 
Innes have been! Plalmanazar bunlelf 
was an honeit man in comparron. His 
defperate circumilances were fome excule 
for bis inpefture; but his wile afiociate 
s A had 
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had not the fame plea. The one wanted 
but to /ub/t/? by bis rognerv: the ethers 
View Was unmerited PREFERMENT,—too 
often attained by means equally indireét, 
hypocritical, and villancus!—Nor was 
either of thefe pretenders difappointed in 
his aim, as will prefently be feen. But be- 
fore we proceed with the narrative, it mav 
not be improper here to take notice, that 
this pious Mr (afters ards Dr] Innes, was 
the worthy gentleman whole name flands 
with honourable diftin@ion in the title- 
pase of a well-effeemed book, intitled, 
AA modeft inquiry after moral virtue; which 
he had the impudence to publish as the 
production of his own pen, and for which, 
befide the credit of the work, and the 
profits of the fale, he was rewarded, by 
the Bithop of London, with a good living 
in Eflex. The fraud, however, did not 
palsundetefed. The real author, aScotch 
divine, obliged him publicly to difclaim the 
performance in print; and alfo to compro- 
inife with him for the profits of the edition. 

We have mentioned the hurry ia which 
Innes prepared, with impious mockery, to 
baptize his pretended convert. The ce- 
remony was accordingly peeformed in the 
pretence of the governor, and feveral o- 
ther officers and gentlemen, in the public 
chapel; and the name given him was 
Georye Lauder, in compliment to the go- 
vernor, whote name it was, and who was 
prevailed on to ttand godfather, on this 
Jolemn occafion. 

Soon after this, arrived the Bifhop of 
London’s anfwer to Innes’s letter. It 
was full cf commendations of the cha- 
piain’s zeal, befides a very kind invitation 
to George, to repair to Enygland. On 
this the governor was induced to get his 
hopeful godion a difcharge; while Innes 
took care to procure a certificate, floned 
by that pentleman, and a number of o- 
ther officers of the garrifon, and even by 
feveral minifters, much more jn the con- 
vert’s commendation than he deferved : 
after which this righteous pair fet ont to- 
rether for Rotterdam. Here George was 
introduced to perfons eminent for 
their piety and learning, particularly the 
celebrated Mr Bafnape, author of the 
Continuation of the Jewith hiftory ; like- 
wife to fome of the miniflers and gen 
tlemen of the Englith church, and to fee 
veral of the French Proteftants there : 
anong whom he was fo much carefied, 
that he began to look upon himfelf as 
a very confiderable perionage. —— Yet 
ya the midit of all this, he was nota 
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little mortified by the fhrewd quefiong 
put to him by feveral gentlemen, which 
convinced him, that they did not pive en. 
tire credit to his account of himelF. But 
as to anv real remorfe or thame, for the 
fraudulent part he was aing, he found 
it, he fays, fit lighter on bis mind, in pro. 
portion to the many things he met with to 
encourage his {cheme and flutter his vanity, 
At this time it was, that his genius for 
impofture led him to a whimfical expe. 
dient, in order to increafe the vecuiliari- 
tv of his and the public amaze. 
ment, viz. that of living upon raw fleth, 
roots, andherbs. Aad it is furprifiag.” 
fays he, ** how foon T habituated myfelf 
to this new and {trange food, without the 
icaft prejudice to my health: bat I was 
blefled with a goodconthiution, andT took 
care to ufe 2 good deal of pepper, ando- 
ther fpices, for a concotor; while my va- 
mity, and the people’s furprife at my diet, 
ferved for a relifhing fauce.” 
On their arrival at London, Innes in- 
troduced his convert to the Bilhop; by 
whom he was received with great hun. 
nity; and he foon afier gained a nunbet 
of friends among the cleray and laity; 
many of them perions of worth and piety. 
Nevertheleis, it was not Jong cre he had 
a greater namber of oppofers to compat 
with, who pat him under a necetlity of 
having his fenfes and memory about him 
more than ever, to avoid detetion. A» 
mong others, that arch-fceptic D> Hal- 
lev, together with Dr Mead, and Dr 
Woodward, were verv active in endede 
vouring to difcover bis impotture. But 
their eagernefs to expofe him, produced 
the common efie@ in fuch cafes, only 
ferving to make others think the better 
of him, and to efpoufe his caufe with the 
more zeal. In fhort, the eppo%tion o 
the three learned gentlemen above na 
med, was generally imputed, not to the 
true caufe, but to their fuppoted dilre- 
card for Ghriftianity ; the honour of which, 
fome thought, was not a little concerns 
edin this notable converfion. It W2% 
therefore, the luckieft thing that could 
have happened for George, that the free- 
thinkers were his firft declared oppolers. 
Thole oppofers, however, were muc 
at a lofs how to find out his real countrys 
either by his idiom, or his pronunciation 
of the Latin, French, Italian, or any ©- 
ther language he was mafter of; for io 
idiom and pronunciation were, defigned- 
ly, fo mixed and blended by the var1ous 


languages he had learned, and the — 
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nations be had been converfant with, that 
it was impothble tor the moft curious judge 
to dilcover in it any thing Eke an uniform 
pefewiblance toany European tongue what- 
ever. They were alio as uniuccelsful in 
the conjectures drawn trom his comple- 
xion; and, on the whole, he declares, he 
never met, nor heard of, any perfon who 
guefied right, or any thing near it, with 
refpect to his native country. 

Mean while bis friends were ready to 
take every advantage for him, that could 
be drawn from the {pecious regularity of 
his behaviour. Fortunately for him, ma- 
ny fuliehoods were tpread abroad concern. 
iog him, in order to defame his charac- 
ter; fuch as, his being adrunkard, ga:me- 
fter, fornicator, o&c.; and thele reports, 
which by no means hit upon his real vi- 
ces, being eafily refuted, operated preat- 
ly in bis favour. At the fame time, the 
plainnefs of nis dreis and diet, the little 
trouble be appeared to give himfelf about 
wealth, prefernient, or even fecuring a 
bare competency, his good-natured and 
charitable demeanour, bis averfion to 
drinking and the company of lewd wo- 
men, the warmth he always expreficd for 
religion, and the delight he feemed to 
take in its public offices, all together feem- 
ed fuch convincing proofs of his finceri- 
ty, that thole of his friends to whom 
he was moft intimately known, were the 
mott impatient and ditpleafed to have it 
called in gueftion. ** For who could i- 
magine, as they often urged, that a youth 
of fo much fenie and learning, for his 
years, fo feemingly free from ambition, 
and other vices, could be fo abandoned 
as to be guilty of fuch abominable impo- 
fture and impiety, for the fake of a little 
plain, homely, food and raiment, beyond 
which he neither makes the leait effort, or 
feems to have the r°——Thele 
friends of our author went {till farther; 
they even challenged his acculers, by te- 
veral cdvertifements in the gazette, to 
prove any of the afperfions thrown out a- 
gainft him, or to produce any one folid 
proof or objeciion againft the account he 
hed given of bimieli, And thus, by fuch 
charitable efforts on his behalf, and the 
Candid Vindication they printed fome 
ionths afterwards, did this impeftor 
triumph in his impious deceit, and defy the 
whole world to detect him! But infian- 
ces of {uch flagrant impofition on the cre- 
duious public are not rare, even in thefe 
intide] times; and we have feen how dif- 
Leult it is to come at the truth of uch 
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tales as that | xvi. 252.] of Elifabeth Can- 
ning, the cafe ot Athley and the Jew, and 
the Cocklane ghott. xxiv. 392. 

There was hkewile a varity of judg- 
ments formed about our convert, by thole 
who thought him a cheat. Thofe of the 
church of Ronie faid, that he was bribed 
by fome Englith minitters, on purpole to 
expofe their church. “Phe Proteftants in 
Holland faid, he was hired to expofe their 
doctrine of Predeflination, and ery up the 
Epiicopecy of the church of England, in 
Cerogaiion of their Prefbvterian povern- 
ment. Here fome repretented him as a 
Jefuit or prieft in difguife, others as a 
tool of the nonjurors, among whom Me 
Innes bad introduced him, and of whofe 
principles he had conceived a favourable 
opinion. —As to his good friend lones, 
he wifely diireparded thefe runiours, and 
feduloufly toilowed his own plan. Pfal- 
Manazar, for that was the our cons 
vert iil went by, had not been above 
two months in London, before Innes per- 
fuaded him to tranflate the church-cate- 
chitin into his pretended FPormofan lan- 
guage, and then made him preient it to 
the unfulpedting Bithop of London; who 
received it with candour, rewarded it with 
penerolity, and carefuliv laid it up among 
his other curious manulcripts. The cate- 
chifm) was wrote in one column, in Romain 
character, with an interlineal Latin ver- 
fion, in Italic, and in the invented cha- 
racter on the oppofite coiumn. 

As Tunes faw him fucceed fo well in this 
cathechifm, he prevailed on his dif- 
ciple to write the Hillery of Formola; as 
a thing which would bring both credit and 
profit to the writer, and be very accepte 
able to the public. 

One might have imagined, that a tek 
fo arducus and canperous would have 
farted fuch araw young fellow, then 
f{carce twenty years old, and an ablolute 
{tranper to all that part of the world. 
But he was an enterprifiug genius, and 
not to be daunted by citiculties. He had 
picked up impertect notions of thofe 
couutries, trom a 1ew books which had 
fallen in his way, as wel! as frc™ conver- 
fation with people who had either been 
ia thofe paris, or had read more abont 
them than he had. One thing greatly 
relieved him. Wehadthen no accounts 
of the ifiand of Formota tiat could be at 
all depended upon. The lateft wasa book 
written by one Cendidus, a Dutch cler- 
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and monftrous details, was found worthy 
of no regard; fo that Plalmanazar was 
left quite at laree to exercile his rare ta- 
lent at inventing, and to hatch whatever 
he pleafed out of his own fertile fancy : 
for the place, upon the whole, was {o to- 
telly unknown to the Europeans, even to 
thofe who had been in China and Japan, 
that he might eafily make whatever he 
f} ould fay of it, pats current with the ge- 
nerality of mankind. Jn fhort, without 
much hefitation, he undertook the work, 
refolving to give fuch a defcription of his 
pretended native country, as would be 
wholly new and furprifing; and fhould, 
in moft particulars, clafh with all the ac- 
courts other writers had given of it. And 
this he was lest to hammer out of his own 
brain, with no other affittance than Vae 
renius’s celcription of Japan, which In- 
nes put into his hands. 

The gre.teit d ficulty he bad to ftrurgle 
with, was the eapermefs with which both 
nes and the bookf{ctlers prefied him to 
cifpateh the work, while the town was 
bitin expeQation of it; fo that he was 
fearcely allowed two months to write the 
Vhole, notwithflanding his many inter- 
ruptions from frequent vifiiors, and invi- 
tations abroad. Hence it is no wonder 
that the book came out in fo ernde and 
irperfect a manner as the firft edition ap- 
peared in; and the author tells us, that 
it would have abounded with more abl‘ur- 
Cities, had not the perfon who Englithed 
it from his Latin, affifted him to correé 
the mere glaring improbabilities; bat the 
trantlator allo was fo hurried by the book- 
feilers, that he had not fuficient time for 
contulting his original writer. However, 
when the book appecred, the moft weigh- 
ty objection to it arole, not from its im- 
perfections, but from the verv contrary 
circu fiance, iz. how tuch a ftripling as 
he mutt have been when he left that coun. 

tiy, could give fo large and particular ac- 
count of it, as could hardly have been 
exypeded fiom a nan of twice his ape ! 
To obsviete, in fome degree, this diffcul- 
honefi Dr Tones advited hun to aflume 
thice veais ore than belorged to kim, 
aod to pretend thet he was nineteen when 
he come away, and near twenty-three at 
the writing of the book. However, it 
gave him much trouble to vindicate thefe 
nonitroities, as be himfelf juftly calls

likely to increafe the fale, and faticty the 
public. 
While he was preparing the fecond e. 
ition, he was fent, by the good Kithop 
of London, and other friends, to Oxford, 
in order to purfue fuch ftucies as he was 
fit for, or inclined to. When he arrived 
there, he found that learned univerfity 
ciwided into two parties, with refped to 
his performance; one for, and the other 
him; and among the litter, le 
favs, were men of the be{t charaGer, for 
candour, probity, and learning. Our au- 
thor had an apartment athigned him, in one 
of the moft confiderable colleges. He 
was not, indeed, matriculated ; but had 
all the other advantages of learning which 
the univerfity could atfo:d him, either by 
accels to the libraries, or by acquaintance 
with the Jearned. A tutor was atligned 
him, who not only gave him leave to at- 
tend al] the lectures he rcad to his other 
pupils, fome of whom were pentiemen of 
high birth and fortune, and great'y ad- 
vanced in learning, but invited him to 
make fuch objeGions as occurred to his 
mind, or even to chufe the fubjyet— 
whether the Newtonian philofophy, lo- 
gic, poetry, or divinity 3 which latt, he 
tells us, was, of all others, his favourite 
ftudy. 

His ftay at Oxford was not above fix 
months. At his return to his old lodgings 
in Pall-mall, he learned, that his worthy 
friend Dr Innes was ceparted for Portu- 
gal, being appointed cheplain-general to 
the Enalith forces in that kingdom, thro’ 
the means of Dr Compton, the good Bi 
fhop ef London, on whom he had fo ¢ 
erepioufly impofed, and at whole hands 
he thus obtained but too great a reward 
for his unrightecus indultry. ‘I had no 
reafon,” {avs Pialmanazar, to regret bis 
abfence; for he had, before I went to 
ford, been guilty of {uch notorious «nd 
bare-faced immoralities, as weil in this 
in a former lodeing in the Strand, both 
in fober and reputable famities, that his 
chara@er had greatly fuffered by 1t- —— 
He hed almott an wnfurmountable 
penfity to wine end women, and when 
fraught with the former, fell immoderate- 
ly foul on the latter, whether maids of 
married, not fcrupling to ufe even VI” 
lence."— In fhort, our euthor feems very 
thankful to divine providence, that 
laudable an example had but little 
fluence with him : for drinking he ha 
no inclination to; and as to connections 
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App.1754- 
within fuch hounds as ferved to fecure his 
charadler trom repreach on that head, 

with his perfonal hittory, 
our adventurer informs us, that he had 
continued about fix vears in Enoland with- 
out engaging in a leucable way of earn- 
ing his tubfiffence; when a fcheme was 
propofed to him by one Pattenden, for 
carrving on a manufactory of a white fort 
of Japan, Which Paitenden had found 
out, and was then in vain endeavouring 
to recommend to the world. Pfalmana- 
2ar Was how to fathe rit, and accor 
it was advertund as the Curious 
Formofur Work, wl ch eur author had 
learned the art of in. his Cou trys 
but notwithfl mding as ore tiv 
red and patted, the underta! ing did not 
fucceed, 

He vest attempted to get money hy 
pradtiiimy a kind cf empirical phytic,” 
and by teaching the modern languapes, 
fortification, Oc. Bat theie failing, be 
then became aclerk in a regiment of 
drazoons, employed in the north ov Bag - 
land, ebout the time of the rebethon in 

1715. This drew him into a rambling 
kind of life, which proved verv agreeable 
to him, as it gave him an oppertunity of 
vifiting various parts of the kingdom ; but 
at lencth the reciment being ordered to 
Ireland, he quitted it at Brittol; and was 
again at a dois what to do with himfelf. 

Having a little {mattering of painting 
and drawing, he now took it into his head 
to turn fan-painter. His prefent indu- 
firy was laudable, but the trade was poor, 
and he found to hve by it. 
At this time a wortby clergyman propo- 
fed to him, to betake himleif in ezr- 
neft to ms ftucy of divinity; an d towards 
enabling hun to do this to advantage, he 
cifered to vaile a fubfeription for him; 
which he aétually did, to the amount of 
about 301. per ann. ‘This, with the help 
of what he otherwite earned, by teaching 
feveral branches of learning, aniounted 
to atolerable competency. Neverthelels, 
he tells us, this ription fuon began 
to lie heavy on his conicience, as it arote 
fron: his fraudulent pretences of being a 
Formofan, aiid aiea! convert tothe church 
of England, by which the pious intentions 
of his tubleribers were fcandaloufly impo- 
fedon. His uneafinets ttill increafed, as 
he now and then met with people, even 
2at the houles of his fubferibers, whole 
behaviour, and objcétions, pave him to 
underftand, that tivy bad not the fame 
eharitable opiaion uf him. This made 
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him, as he fays, often with and pray, that 
he might tall into fame more honeft way 
of living, without this undeferved fub- 
feription,. 

At length he prew acquainted witha 
perion concerned in the printing bufinels; 
by whofe means he became a tranflator of 
a and by this new employment he 

was loon enabled to gaia a very coniiders 

able fubfttence. From trantliting other 
people’s works, he at length came te 
pint fome of his own: and iis fubicrie 
bers ¢ VID, one after the other, and his 
bufinels increaing, he never applied to 
the lurvivors for a of thet 
benevolence, but dechiucd it where it was 
ofered, as beiip now able to live with 
it. 

Gur author now enters into a long dee 
the acquirtions he had made bv 
the tric of thi tle, Lom Ue, and his 
application to the facred boolzs 
allo of his religious improvement, by the 
help of Hickes’s Nefirmied devotions, Nel- 
fows Jlethed of devotion, and Law’s Serious 
cull; of which latt he is very warm in his 
commendations. A; to the Hebrew, he 
informs us by what improved means he 
attained his extentive knowledge of that 
kanguige, in preference to the common 
methods of learning it : but the article 
grows too long to adinit of our 
vito particulars on this head.  Sutlice 
to oblerve, Uiat he compoied a 
mic piece in Hebrew verfe, intitled, Da- 
vid and Alichol; of the plan of which he 
gives a particular account 5 but it was ne- 
ver publifhed. Me likewile formed a de- 
fiyn of compiling iome feriptural Hebrew 
Gislogues, in imitation of the Latin ones 
of Cattuho; and a fet of others on more 
common fubjeéts, Ike thofe of Corderius, 
though not fo puerile, for the ule of young 
bepiuners ; and a third, between a Jew 
andaC briftien, on the inatetial parts 
of controverly between both: but here 
falling inte, and iafifling much on, the 
doctrine of the which he tound 
every where fpoken apaialt, he thought 
the time unfavourable for the work, and 
laid it on the thelf. He, however, more 
earbcilly fet about anew edition of the 
Pialms, with Leulden’s Latin verfion over- 
apainit it; forme critical notes tor the ule 
of learners, wiih otiers of a more curious 
naiure; and a preface, piving an account 
the method by which he “had, chieilv 
by means of the Piaims, attained to his 
knowledge of the facred language. Bi- 
flop Hare, Wowever, got the itart of ou 
authors, 
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author, and firft out came his well-known 
metrical Plalter, which Pialmanazar fell 
itor, and a controverfy enfued : but for 
the particulars thereot, we refer to his 
memoirs at large. 

About this time it was that our author 
was enpaged to allitt in writing the cele- 
brated Univerial Hittory ; which was con- 
ducted in a firange, confuled, injudicious 
manner: fo that the bookfellers were like 
to be great fufferers by the undertaking. 

ialmanazar, however, by his prudence, 
punCuality, and good advice, reduced this 
chaos into fome order, and put the work 
upen the reputable footing on which it 
iow ftands. He was alio to have been 
engaged in the modern part of this volu- 
mineus compilation ; and the anecdotes 
which he relates concerning the proceed- 
ings both of the authors and proprietors 
of it, their quarrels, reconciliations, dif+ 
ordetiy management, deviations from their 
plan, and the irreparable defects of the 
work, are many and tedious, filling up a 
number * of theets, towards the conclu 
fion of the book : which, after all, breaks 
eff abruptly, with mentioning fome cir- 
cumitances about the iniended modern part 
ef the Univerfal Hiftory, (et that time 
only in embryo), and then, ceremonit, 
otf walks our extraordinary author, with- 
ont fo nuch as bidding bis readers good 
b’ve!— From hence we nay conclude, that 
our fraudulent, penitent, ana pious wri- 
ter, died without finihing his yarrative 
in the manner he poflibly defigned. His 
death, as we find by the Mapazines, hap- 
pened Aug. 3. 1763, at the ape of eighty- 
four. 

Having thus given an abftraét of the 
principal facts contained in his narrative, 
we thall conclude with briefly remarking, 
thet as to its authenticity, there can be 
no doubt. In reipect of bis candour, in 
the confethion of lis impottures, and the 
contrition he bas erpreiled, there is no 
room to queflion, that he was as fincere 
as he feems to be unreferved. We are 
perfuaded, that the man was not, in all 
refpe@ts, aproflipate. He lad his virtues 
as well as his tailings; and, in regard to 
the latter, ample allowance ought to be 
for the unpronifng circumitances in 
which he firft lanched on the ocean of Hfe. 
Though he was once the vileit of hypo- 
crites, charity would hope, that the ime 
pretlions which, according to his many

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folemn proteftations, religion afterwards 
made upon his mind, were unfeigned, 
Indeed, he appears to have gone into the 
oppofite extreme of the looie principles 
by which his younger years were guided, 
and to have fallen into no {mall degree of 
fanaticilm., Hence, in this his tedious 
tale, the old man has been led to talk his 
penitentials over fo very often, that the 
reader’s patience is continually exerciied ; 
and it will be well if the more uncozrzeoy; 
fort are not, fometimes, provoked to fet 
him down for a canting pretender to that 
piety Which they may think foreign to 
his real character. We, however, who 
have peruled his book with {cme atten- 
tion, are not of that opinion. We veri 
ly believe that he became, at length, tin- 
cerely forry for the crimes of his younger 
days; and that, in the decline of life, he 
did ail in his power to atone for his patt 
offences, by the integrity of bis condu& 
toward man, and the ardour of his devo- 
tion toward God.  M.

The Spanifh arguments for refusing payment 


HE Englith generals who made theme 

felves maflers of Manila propoted, 
on the sth of O@ober 1762, a capitula- 
tion to the Archbifhop, who aed as Go- 
vernor; by which they promifed to pree 
jerve the city from pillape, if the Govern- 
er and principal Magiftrates would con- 
fent to, and fign the articles of, the faid 
capitulation: which they were forced to 
do, being threatened to be put to the {word 
in cale of refufal. 

Notwithftanding this fhameful capitu 
lation, extorted and figned by the means 
of violence and rigour, Gen. Draper of 
dered or tuffered the city to be tacked and 
pillaged, for foriv hours, by 4000 Enge 
lith, who plundered it of more thai 4 
million of dollars. 

Therefore the {aid capitulation ought 
to be void, becaufe it was figned by forces 
and becaufe Gen. Draper firft violated 
and broke the capitulation, by permiltiny 
the city to be pillaged: confequentlys 
that czpitulation only, which was prope: 
fed by the Governor, accepted of, 4M 
figned by Adm, Cornith, end Gen. Dra- 
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App.1764. 
be confidered and refpected in this affair. 

The iit article of which grants to the 
inhabitants of Manila, the peaceable and 
quiet pofiletiion of all their etfeéts; the 4th 
and 6th grant them the liberty of com- 
merce, under the protection of his Bri- 
tannic Majeity.

Ir isa known and univerfal rule of war 

amoneft the moft civilized nations, that 
places taken by ftorm, without anv capi- 
tulation, are {ubje& to all the imiferies 
that the conquerors may chufe to infli@. 

Manila, my Lord, was in this horrid 
ittation; of confequence the lives of the 
inhabitants, with a!l belonging to thei, 
were entirely at our mercy. But Chri- 
{lianity, humanity, the Cignity of our 
nation, and our own feelings as men, ine 
duced us not to exert the utmott rigour 
of the pofleion, axainit thofe wretched 
fuppliants; although my own feeretary, 
Licut. Fryar, had been murdered, as he 
was carrying a flag of trace to the town. 
The Admiral and IT told the Archbifhop 
and principal magi(trates, that we were 
Cefirous to fave fo fine acity from de- 
ftruction ; ordered them to withdraw, cou- 
fult, and propofe fuch terms of compen- 
fation as might fatisfy the fleet and army, 
and exempt them from piliage, and its fa- 
tal confequences. 

The propofals they gave in, were the 
very fame which the Spaniards mojt art- 
fuily cai} a fecond capitulation ; and were 
afterwards agreed to, and confirmed by 
us, (with a few reftrifions); but at that 

ine were fo unfuitable to their defperate 

fituation, that we rejected them os unfa- 
tisiactory and inadmiilible. As conquer- 
ors, we took the pen, and diétated thole 
terms of the ranfom which the Spantards 
thought proper to fubmit to: for thev had 
the alteriuative, either to be pailive under 
the horrors of a pillage, or compound for 
their prefervation. ‘They accepted the 
latter. 

The objefien and pretence of force 
and violence mav Le made ule of to evade 
any military agreements whatfoever, 
where the two parties do not treat upon 
an equality; for who, in war, will tul- 
mit to an inconvenient and prejudicial 
compact, unlefs from force? But have the 
Spaniards forgot their own hiftories 2? Or 
will they not remember the juit indigna- 
tion exprefied againft Francis I.who plead- 
ed the like fubterfuge of force and vio- 
lence, to evade the treaty made after the 
baitle of Pavia, and his captivity ? 


Col. Draper on the Manila ranfom. 
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Should fuch elufive dofrines prevail, it 
will be smpoiiible, hereafter, for the 
vanquifhed to obtain any quarter or terms 
whattoever: the war will be carried on 
ufque ad internecionem; and if a lovereign 
{hall refule to confirm the conditions tt 
pulated by his fubjects, who are in fuch 
critical fituations, the confequences are 
too horrid to mention. 

Ry the fame fallacious fophiftry, a ftate 
may objest to the payment of the ran- 
fons of fhips taken at fea, and to contri- 
butions levied in a country which ts tie 
feat of war. But it is alwavs allowed, 
that in fuch cales, a part malt be facrifi- 
ced to fave the whole: and furely whea, 
by the laws of war, we were intitled to 
the whole, it was a great degree of mo- 
deration to be contented with a part. 

The deftruttion that we could nave 
cafioned, would have trebled the lots they 
flutter by the payment of the ranfom. The 
rich churches and convents; the King of 
Spain’s own palace, wilh its tuperb and 
cottly furniture; the magnificent build- 
ings of every fort; the fortifications, docks, 
magazines, foutideries, cannon; and, in 
fhort, the whole nveht have been cntire- 
ly ruined, the Spanith empire in Alia tub- 
verted, and the fruits of their religious 
mithon lott tor ever, together with the 
lives of many thouland inhabitants, 
who were ipared by our humanity. As 
a fuitadle and grateful return for this 
lenity, the Spanifh memorial atlrms, that 
atter the capitulation was figned, Gen, 

raper ordered, or permitted, the city 
to be facked and pillaged for forty hours 
together, by 4000 Englith, who plunder, 
ed it of more than a million of dollars. 

As my own character, both as an oiti- 
cer and a man of honour, is fo wickedly 
attacked by this unjalt accufation, I mutt 
hep leave to fiate the whole affair in its 
true light; and do appeal for its veracity 
to the tettimonies of every officer and fal- 
dier who ferved in the expedition, and to 
all of the marine department. 

We entered Manila by ftorm, on the 
6th of October 1762, with an handful of 
troops, whofe total amounted to little 
more than two thoufand; a motley coms 
potition of feamen, foldiers, Seapoys, Cas 
fres, Luicars, Topotees, French and Gere 
man deferters. 

Manv of the houfes had been abandon- 
ed by the frighted inhabitants, and were 
burft open by the violence of fhot, or ex- 
plofion of fhells. Some of thefe were 
entered and pillaged, But all military 
men 
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men know, how difficult it is to reftrain 
the impetuonfity of troops in the firit fu- 
ry of an aflault, efpecialiv when compo- 
fed of fach a variety and confafion of peo- 
ple, who differed as much in fentinents 
and language, as in drefs and complexion. 

Several hours elapled, before the prin- 
cipal magiftrates could be brought to a 
con ference; « during that mterval, the in 
habitants were uidoubtedly great 
ers. But, my Lord, this violence was 
antecedent to our fetthng the terms of 
the capitulations, and by the laws of war 
the place, with ali ils contents, vecame 
the unqueftionabdle property of the cap- 
tors, until a fofficient equivalent was pi- 
ven in it. That feveral ro beries 
were committed after the capitula 1noOn 
was figned, is not to be denied; for ava- 
and rapacity, are ever infi- 
trables but that the place was pillaged 
tor fortv hours, and that pillage autho- 
vided and permitted by me, is a moit falte 
and infamous aflertion. Tie peeple of 
Manila, my Lord, have impofed upon 
ihe:r court, by areprefentation of facts, 
which never exiited; and to muke fuciy 
proundiels charne, the reafon for {et- 
tine afide ard evading a folemn capitala- 
tion, is a proceeding unheard of till HOW, 
and as void of seni as coinmon fente.
